The incident which occurred in the 


French chamber concerning the viola- 
tion of tbe secrecy of a letter, addressed 
to M. Delcaese by a high official of tbe 
ministry of marine has stirred the pub- 
lic,, which it) surprised- that such pro- 
ceedings take, place under the third re- 
public.' Created in 1880, the cabinet 
noir was a permanent office- nnder 
Louis Philippe and Napoleon-III, who 
In thi» papet 


nsed and abused ifc in order to learn the 
political'secrets of their opponents. It 
was generally believed by tbe pqblic 
that the office had long bean suppressed j 
by the present government. But after 
the incident mentioned ^those who .still 
believe in the secrecy of the post, of the 
"telegraph .or of-the telephone exhibit an 
iiicredible credulity -which is extremely 
rare at this fin de siecle. Those who 
nre so imprudent as to write their in- 
most thoughts concerning any politician 
in power •will be wise no longer to im- 
agine that a letter which arrives at its 
destination apparently unopened has 
not been read by. a third party. As is 
well known, it is also easy for an offi- 
cial to learn tbe secrets of tho telephone 
by applying his ear to the receivers at 
the central office, aud by so doing to 
intercept phrases which are both in- 
structive and amusing.- 'It now appears 
that 'tbo postoffice officials also give 
themselves tip to the delicate pleasure 
of satisfying their curiosity. 


They employ 20 different methods in 


order to assuage their professional in- 
quisitiveness. If an envelope is closed 
in the ordinary manner J by a thin layer 
of gum, they have the,choice of two 
systems—when the paper is tough and 
strong they slip with great precaution 
a very thin but not cntting blade be- 
tween tbe two gummed parts, and with 
n little practice'they are soon able to 
eoparate the paper witbont any tear: 
wheii the envelope -is thin and brit- 
tle they open it by the primitive and 
homely means of steam. These proceed- 
ings aro extremely simple, and tbe cor- 
respondence of many masters and mis- 
tresses has often been" slyly treated in 
the samo way by an inquisitive domes- 
tic. 
This industry requires very little 


skill, and the only capital necessary is 
a small amount of patience. 
The more 


suspicions individuals fasten their let- 
ters with sealing wax and imagine that 
they ar& consequently perfectly safe 
from any surreptitious attack. 
The 


officials of the cabinet uoir, however, 
aro not so easily defeated. By judi- 
ciously bending and twisting the part 
of the paper surrounding tbo seal they 
gradually detach tbe latter, which final- 
ly remains vinbrokeu in their bands with 
a very thin layer of paper adhering to 
it. After examining the contents of tbe 
letter they replace the seal intact, at the 
exact place which it previously occu- 
pied, and both tbe sender and receiver 
•of the letter remain in blissful iguo- 
rauco of their maneuvers." 


Other correspondents, even more sus- 


picions, are not satisfied with Rum and 
wax, but supplement them by a small 
metal fastener, which is guaranteed by 
its inventor to render any tampering 
with a letter impossible. This, although 
its efficacy is far from that promised by 
tho stationers, certainly complicates tbe 
work of the intruding official. He rises 
to the circumstance, however,-and after 
carefully removing the stamp and mak- 
ing a cross cut on the square from 
which it has been removed be intru 
duces a" small steel instrnmeut with a 
special hook at the extremity. . This 
hook grips a corner of the letter, and by 
carefully twisting the sheet round tbe

stem of the instrument it can be finally

extracted without any apparent injury 
If by cbance'the note paper is refractory 
and cannot be twisted owing to its fitout 
ucss, the operator cuts tbe entire length 
of one side of the euvelope._ The con- 
tents are easily obtained fn this man- 
lier, but the reclosing of the envelope 
requires much delicacy of workmanship 
and is, in fact, almost worthy of an 
artist. About a millimeter of each of 
the cut edges is carefully folded inward, 
gummed aud pressed together until dry. 
This phase of the work, although rather 
difficult; to a novice, is soon acquired by 
practice. 
There are many other tricks employ- 


ed, some of which speak volumes for 
human ingenuity. It sometimes hap- 
pens, nevertheless, that a letter baffles 
all the skill and experience of the entire 
department. In tbat case their means 
are rough and ready—they suppress it 
altogether. Tbe exterior appearance of 
tlie letter addressed to M. Deloasse be- 
trayed tbo work of the Cabinet Noir. 
This proves not hick of skill of those in- 
trusted with such an important but un- 
derhand duty, but simply negligeaae.— 
London Globe.

The Board of Strategy, whiqh seems 


to be conducting the war, baa at last 
awakened to the importance of sending 
reinforcements 
to 
Admiral Dewey, 


who now virtually controls Manila. 
Within the last few days the cruiser 
Charleston, loaded with ammunition 
and other supplies, and several fast 
•ailing steamers loaded with troops, 
hare been dispatched to the Philippine 
Islands, and other vessels are being 
fitted at San Francisco for transport- 
ing troops to the islands. Under favor- 
able conditions the Charleston and the 
transports 
should 
reach 
Admiral 


Dewey in thirty days. The diataucp 
from 6au Frtiuoisco to Manila is about 
7,000 miles and as the vessels will pro- 
bably remain a day at Honolulu to re 
plenish their coal supply it will be latp 
in June wheu they reaoh their destiu • 
tion. 


It was fortunate for Dewey and his 


men that tliej1 succeeded in complete!; 
destroying the Spanish Asiatic fleet, II 
tbe battle had not been a decisive on-, 
he would be iu a sad predicament 
Thousands of miles from a friendly 
port and wholly dependent upon tbe 
valor of his men ha has for weeks pasi 
and will have to be for weeks to corns? 
without assistance from home. 


The Board of Strategy or whatever 


board is conducting the war against 
Spain knew there was a Spanish fleet 
at tbe Philippine Islands and that the 
entrance to the harbor of Manila, the 
principal port of the islands, was forti- 
fied. If the Board ordered Dewey to 
Bail from Hong Kong and attack the 
Spanish fleet at Manila tbe Board 
should have been prepared to send him 
reinforcements at once. Weeks elapsed, 
however, before a vessel was seat to 
assist him. Fortunately he needed no 
immediate assistance, but had tbe 
fortunes of war been against him he 
and his brave men would have met tbe 
fate of the crew of the Maine ere the 
Board of Strategy had sent a ship or 
a regiment to his relief. 


TOJMJ.NTl!;JfiR9 PAY. 


The Senate bill providing for this 


payment of volunteers from the da.y of 
their enrollment has passed the House 
of Representatives and will doubtless 
be approved by the President. This 
bill will meet with general approval. 
The moment a volunteer enrolls and if 
passed by the medical examiner he is 
subject to tbe orders of the War De- 
partment and, as has been the case iu 
this State, devotes several hours a day 
to drill service to qualify himself for 
the army. There is no good reason 
why the volunteers should not receive 
the pay of soldiers from the time they 
enlist as it is not their fault that they 
were not mastered in the day they en- 
lilted. 


CONDENSED WAK MOTES. 


WASHINGTON, May

the National Guard but the enlistment 
will be open. 


The President has issued a procla- 


mation calling for 75,000 more volun- 
teers. 


KEY WESI, May 25.—It is the opinion 


here among naval experts that if the 
Spanish fleet is in the harbor of San 
tiago it has practically committed sui- 
cide as the entrance to the harbor is so 
narrow that

LONDON, May 25.—A dispatch from 


Hong Kong says : "Manila is tranquil. 
The foreign cruisers have agreed to 
protect all foreigners. The insurgents 
are without firearms and are delaying 
any attack on the garrison of Manila. 


JOPITER, Fla., May 25.—Tbe Oregon, 


which arrived here at 10:f!0 last night 
has again put to sea. 


MADRID, May 25.—An official dispatch 


from Manila announces that tbe ma- 
joriiy of the. chiefs who took part iu 
the peat insurrection have offered their 
services to the Spanish Governor-Gen 
era!. 


Charles O. Winter, who several weeks i 


ago made tbe journey from Mountain 
City, Elko county, to Washington to 
join tbe U. S. Navy, paying his own ex- 
penses, has been appointed one of the 
Quartermasters on the new cruiser 
Newark.

CALL FOR MOKE VOLUNTEERS. 


The President has issoed a catl fov 


75,000 more volunteers. It has been 
decided to send an Invading army to 
Forto Rico as well an to Cuba and 
Manila and more men will be needed 
to accomplish that object. 


It is probable that the next call' in 


this State will be for infantry. Two 
troops of cavalry have already been or- 
ganized in Nevada and members of the 
National Ouard, who are drilled and 
equipped as infantry and not accus- 
tomed to horseback riding sre anxious 
to have opportunity to display their 
patriotism. 


Flag Day. 


Jane 14th is the one hundred and 


twenty-first anniversary of tbe aflop 
tion of the Stars and Stripea as tbe flag 
of the nation. It is called "Flag Day' 
•nd its observance has become a na 
tional matter. Persuasive appeals to 
make it a holiday and to display its 
glorious colors are no longer necessary 
The object of the day is to inspire pat- 
riotism, a reverence and respect for 
our national emblem and to redeem il 
from-common uses. Many of these 
abuses are not intended in the nature 
of disrespect, but they should be stop, 
ped if we would imbue the minds of oar 
youth with'a holy reverence for their 
country's flag that will not fade with 
age. 


Congress has taken the necessary

How They Feel In Our Present Trouble 


•With Spain 


Geo. Wilson of the Western Union 


Telegraph office has just rsoeived a 
letter from his brother who is -an 
officer on the British Steamer "Scottish 
Prince" and the expression contained 
therein is so emphatically hopeful of 
American success in the present trouble 
that it makes one feel like embracing 
every Englishman one meets, for with- 
out doubt Mr. Wilson expresses the 
almost unanimous sentiment ot our 
English cousins. 
Mr. Wilson has 


kindly permitted the JOURNAL to pub- 
lish that portion of the letter touching 
npon the war with Spain. The letter 
is written at Jaffa, (Joppa), Syria, .and 
dated May 1st and runs at follows: 


I am just recovering from a sprained 


ankle at Malta. We are lying off Jaffa 
(Joppa), Syri», at this present writing 
and we have not been working for 
three days as it is theMahomedan feast 
of the Ramadan and the natives of the 
country won't work on the cargo while 
it continues. 
They will probably take 


a couple of days after the feast expires 
before they will resume the handling 
of the cargo. After cargo is handled 
we will go about 30 miles south from 
here to load some barley near a place 
called Gaza, which is no doubt familiar 
to students of Bible history. 
The 


town is twelve miles from the sam and 
the only way we can find the barley is 
by looking out for a heap of grain on 
the beach. The wind is blowing frash 
here today and it is a very treacherous 
ooast so we cin't leave the ship, as we 
may have to go to sea at any time. 
This prevents me going up to Jerusa- 
lem again as we did the other day. By 
railroad it is about 30 miles from here to 
that interesting place and the Superin- 
tendent is your old friend from San 
Diego. It occupies about two hours 
gettiog theie. Same old style of Or- 
iental coloring and gaudiness combined 
with squallor and dirt. 
You have 


heard me tell of the place before and 
really I don't find any great curiosity 
m visiting it' except for the change 
from shipboard. The fare ia $2.50 for 
the round trip. 
- From here we go to Beyroute. Alex- 
andria, Mersyne, Cyprus, etc, taking on 
and discharging cargo and then back 
to Alexandria, Egypt, and fill up with 
onions and cotton. We are then bound 
home for Hull, England. 


We have just heard about the war 


and all hands aboard, and all English 
speaking people Sol that matter have 
only one side to the question and are 
hand and heait with "Uncle Sam" and 
"Brother Jonathan" and we are watch- 
ing the doings of the Yankee man-o'- 
wars men as if they were our own. 
More power to their elbows and may 
they wipe the Spaniard from the seas. 
Perhaps after you ,get through with 
them, we English will take a hand and 
make them only a memory—we have 
some very old scoies to settle with 
them. "Remember the^Maine" I see is 
your slogar. but don't forget the Eng- 
lish have good reason to join with you 
in the same battle cry. Don't think 
the English man forgets, "The Revenge" 
Sir Richard Grevilles ship that was so 
cruelly attacked and the massacre of 
its crew. Do you suppose we forget 
them on the coast of South America, 
as Kingsley describes in his "Westward 
Ho?" We were sorry indeed that any 
one ship of the "Invincible Armada" 
ever got back to Spam in 1590 but don't 
you fellows ever let any of them get 
back this time if they send a fleet over. 


Smash 'em good and hard and we'll 


go to the funeral.
